Clinic  for  children  in 
the  downstair  part  of  house,  for  treatment  of  minor  ailments, 
and  open  daily. 

During  the  year  Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  been  started,  one  in 
Highbridge  and  one  in  Burnham.  Both  are  proving  a success. 

The  Clinic  in  Burnham  is  still  a great  blessing  to  the  District. 
Scabies  has  abated  considerably,  but  there  are  still  cases  cropping  up. 

Housing1. 

Little  has  been  done  in  Housing  activities.  Houses  have  been  kept 
in  repair  as  far  as  possible.  Sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory  and 
remedied  when  necessary. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.  Samples  of  milk  are  sent  to  County  Labora- 

tory for  bacterial  content  and  tubercle  bacilli.  Samples 
collected  by  Police  in  addition  to  Inspector. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  Inspected  at  times,  being  called 

in  for  opinion  in  regard  to  fitness  for  human  consumption.
